THE MAINE STATE POULTRY SHOW. 


The fourth annual exhibition of the 
Maine State Poultry and Pet Stock Asso- 
ciation was held at Portland, December 
6, 7, 8, 9, and was asuccess in every way. 
The birds in quality as well as in numbers 
surpassed the previous exhibitions and 
the attendance was far beyond the expec-

WHAT DOES IT COST TO FEED A HEN. 


Editor Eastern Poultryman : 

Dear Sir —We will submit herewith 
our record for twelve months, or Decem- 
ber 1, 1903, to December 1, 1904. 

As near as it is possible for us to figure, 
we had an average of forty hens for the 
year. Atleast, forty is a liberal figure. 
We hatched about two hundred chicks, 
using hens to hatch all but forty, and 
using hens to rear this forty after being 
hatched in the incubator.

LEtditor Eastern Poultryman: 

I have been reading the article, ‘“What 
Does It Cost to Feed a Hen?” and would 
like to give an account of what has been 
done by a pen of R. I. Reds since the rst 
of March to December 1. We have been 
keeping Leghorns for the past few years, 
but in the spring of 1903 we obtained two 
settings of R. I. Red eggs, and they were 
hatched and brought up with the rest of 
the flock. Last winter, noting the fact 
that quite a percentage of the eggs were 
brown, we decided to separate a part of 
them as breeders, and about February 21 
I picked out nine pullets, made some trap 
nests and banded the hens. No. 6, as far 
as I could find out, did not lay an egg, 
though one of the best in appearance, and 
she was exchanged later for another. I 
have not kept an expense account all of 
the summer, but kept quite an accurate 
one for March and April, which was 
ninety-three cents for March and eighty- 
three cents for April, the hens being fed 
onthe Maine Experiment Station plan 
which seems to me rather short rations, 
but still the hens laid, as my statements 
later willshow. Soon after March 1 hens 
were added to make the number twelve, 
but three of the number were used to 


hatch and brood chicks through some of 
the months. As to the cost of feed it 
may be anywhere from $1.00 to $1.35 and 
still yield good returns in eggs. At the 
rate I am now feeding my thirty pullets 
and ten hens it would cost about $1.30, 
and in a lecture by Mr. A. F. Hunter in 
1894 — Agriculture of Maine —which I 
think a very practical talk, he estimates 
the cost at $1.37 per hen, at which he 
thinks they may be kept at a profit of $2 
a year, if early pullets are raised to take 
the place of the hens every fail. 

For the month of April I got 163 dozen 
eggs, and at the market price, 16 cents a 
dozen, $2.68 would cost almost 5 cents a 
dozen. For September 12 dozen brought 
$3, and for October I received $3.03, and 
estimating the cost of feed at $1, would 
cost about 8centsperdozen. The profit 
has been about $2 per month on the aver- 
age. Ihavefed, morning, wheat, middle 
of forenoon, oats, 1 P. M., corn and mash 
usually of two parts bran and one of meal, 
with meat, meal, vegetables or clover as 
the last feed. The hens are not picked 
trap nesters but are taken from an average 
flock and the records are as follows: 
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Some of the birds made a pretty fair 
record, considering the fact that the best 
birds at the station rarely lay twenty-five 
egegsin the best months. I could go 
more fully into details, but have probably 
taken too much space already.

Editor of the Eastern Poultryman: 

A hen should eat from four to six 
ounces of dry food per day, according to 
breed, weight, condition, productiveness, 
temperature and amount of exercise she 
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takes. By dry food I mean that the 
weight given applies to dry food. 

Some people who boast of the small 
cost of feeding hens, don’t feed their hens 
enough to keep them in good condition. 
Others get a large part of the feed for 
their little bunch of biddies for nothing. 
Others dig up the largest egg yield they 
ever heard of and set it against the lowest 
estimate of cost they ever saw reported, 
all of which serves to expand and elevate 
the familiar hot air poultry balloon. 

The man who could get 200 eggs per 
hen per year ata cost for food of $1 per 
year per hen, all food being purchased, 
could lift himself by his boot straps. It 
can’t be done. The egg is but another 
form of the food that the heneats. Ifshe 
be not fed enough she will rob her body 
for every egg she lays. It cannot be ob- 
tained for nothing unless the food costs 
nothing. 

Salaried servants of the State whose 
jobs may depend upon their ability to 
win favor with those who are taxed to 
pay their salaries, are no more likely to 
give correct and complete reports of 
matters and things than are any other 
people. Whentheir estimates are cor- 
rect, they are not always reported cor- 
rectly. 

As a general proposition, it will cost 
from $1.25 to $1.75 per year to feed each 
healthy hen in the flock, if all the food is 
bought. The cost to produce eggs, per 
dozen, depends upon how many hens lay, 
how many eggs they lay and when they 
lay them. Things that the majority of 
poultry keepers know nothing about. 
Sometimes the cost is twelve cents per 
dozen and sometimes much more than 
that. 

It is said that a New Hampshire sena- 
tor once offered some friends their choice 
ot champagne or fresh milk from his own 
dairy, remarking that it was all the same 
to him, as the cost was the same. 

No doubt home-grown eggs often cost 
a great deal more than the market price. 

There is a profit to be obtained with 
poultry; there is no sense in any claim to 
the contrary, but there is no profit for 
anyone in over-estimating the income and 
under-estimating the outgo for the pur- 
pose of hornswoggling the novice.

a trench about two feet or one and a half 


feet wide, below the frost line and filling | 


with rocks and cement, gradually nar- 
rowing the top of the foundation to about 
one foot at the top. The top should ex- 
tend above the ground several inches, at 
least six, and while the cement is still 
soft enough to be pliable but not too 
yielding, the sills should be laid on, lev- 
eled and mortised together. Such a house 
renders it impossible for rats and mice to 
infest a house, and at the same time makes 
it warm and dry. 

When it comes to making a floor, one’s 
mind is usually about evenly divided be- 
tween boards and cement. A great deal 
can be said in favor of both. It is the 
writer’s opinion, however, that in a house 
with a foundation as described that a 
good board floor is preferable, while in 
one that is likely to harbor rats a cement 
floor will give better satisfaction. 

Boards are much warmer than cement. 
Cement will keep out rats, boards will 
not. The cost is in favor of cement for 
material, but it takes much longer to 
make, that is including getting the proper 
bottom to lay the cement on. 

We recently put a cement floor in a 50- 
foot house as follows: We filled up to 
within about two inches of the top of sill 
with rock and gravel, leveling off as 
smooth as possible. Then a coating of 
Portland cement mixed with four parts 
gravel was put on to a depth of one and 
one-half inches. After this hardened 
enough to bear a man another coating of 
cement and sand to the top of sill was 
put on to smooth it over, the same pro- 
portions of cement and sand being used 
as of cement and gravel. 

If there is any danger of the frosts 


heaving the floor and breaking the cement 
in the spring it should be laid in squares. 
The best way to do I think is to divide 
each room into four squares by thin 
pieces of board planed very thin at lower 
edge. After putting in the first course of 
cement let it harden, then remove the 
boards and fill cracks with gravel. After 
this comes the layer of cement and sand, 
and if the frost should heave the floor the 
cement will break along the cracks, and 
after the frost leaves the ground will fall 
back into place again without spoiling 
the floor. 

The interior of the house is finished as 
follows: The rooms are divided by boards 
and wire and laths. The boards are 
put up two feet high, then the wire goes 
from them to the top of the plates and 
laths are nailed on to fill up space in the 
roof. The doors are two and one-half 
feet wide, hung on double spring hinges 
so that they will open and shut both 
ways. 

In the boards between each room a hole 
is cut large enough to admit a_ watering 
dish of any desiredsize. The dish should 
not be over four inches deep and the top 
should not be less than one foot from the 
floor. On the south side of each room, 
between the windows of which there are 


and grit boxes. These are self feeders 
and do not have to be filled oftener than 
twice a month. The roosts are at the 
west end of the rooms and are made of 
2x3 hemlock studdings with the upper 
edges rounded in order to not cut the 
hens’ feet. 

Of course drop boards are used and 
should be cleaned regularly and sprinkled 
with lime. Ideal Trap Nests are used

and records kept of every egg laid anda 
general description of each hen laying. 
The feeding trough is hung on pins under 
the front of the drop boards, and when 
not in use is hung up out of the way, 
thereby leaving so much extra floor space.

Why Not Raise Turkeys? 


The unusual high prices asked for 
dressed turkeys the present year has set a 
good many people who are in a position 
to keep turkeys to thinking, and it now 
appears as though next year would find 
more turkeys kept for breeding purposes 
than for many years. This is certainly a 
step in the right direction and it is a mat- 
ter of regret that a much less number of 
turkeys are now raised than were pro- 
duced twenty years ago. 

The passing of turkey raising was _ pri- 
marily due to the western cold storage 
turkeys, which, at Thanksgiving and 
Christmas time, were shipped into the 
eastern markets by the carload and sold 
at so low a price that it was useless for 
the eastern turkey raiser to make any- 
thing at the business. For some reason 
or other western turkeys have been less 
in evidence this year, and prices have 
rated high, from 25 to 30 cents per pound. 
This may be due to an unfavorable sea- 
son in the localities where turkeys are 


supposed to thrive. Turkeys will cer- 
tainly not thrive in a wet season, and if 
Maine’s climate of the past spring and 
summer has been the criterion by which 
to judge other sections of the country, 
turkey raising could not attain a high de- 
gree of efficiency. 

Not every person who can raise chick- 
ens successfully would meet with the 
same success in raising turkeys, for while 
turkeys have many points in common 
with chickens, they differ very essentially. 


There are a good many barriers in the | 


way of successful turkey raising. 

In the first place, turkeys are of a for- 
aging nature and a person who lives in 
close proximity to neighbors and keeps 
turkeys will either be in an endless brawl 
with his neighbors over the ravages of 
the turkeys or be kept on the ragged 
edge of suspense lest his neighbors will 
take offence and wreak their vengeance 
upon the feathered bipeds. Possibly they 
might come up missing some night, as 
did the turkeys of a friend of mine quite a 
number of years ago. He searched high 
and low for them, and finally found them 
with broken legs in the potato patch of a 
negro neighbor. 

“Sambo,”’ said he sternly to the owner 
of the potato patch, ‘‘who broke my tur- 
keys’ legs?’ 

“Golly, massa, I don’t know,’’ said 
Sambo. ‘‘I dun put Par’ Green on dem 
tatoes yesterday to kill de bugs, and de 
turks must have eaten some de dead bugs 
and break their legs for sure.” 

Not only do turkeys annoy one’s neigh- 
bors by destroying their crops, but sly 
reynard, their sworn enemy, is exceed- 
ingly fond of turkey and will get some 
if he can, and he usually can. As turkeys 
are such wanderers, this gives reynard a 
most excellent opportunity to steal, and 
many a good fat turkey has gone down 
his throat. Ifa fox can get a turkey in 
no other way, he will stampede the flock, 
select one of the turkeys in flight and fol- 
low on her trail until nine out of ten times 
he gets her. This pest, however, can be 
successfully dealt with, as a well-trained 
hound kept in that vicinity will cause 
reynard to seek more congenial climes. 

An ideal spot for raising turkeys is 
Fisher’s Island Farm, which is located in 
Long Island Sound and, as its name indi- 
cates, is an island. Here the turkeys 
wander at will through all seasons of the 
year and at night they roost in the trees. 
As a result, they are healthy, hardy and 
vigorous, and but little or no care. 

The most serious drawback of all is 
their extreme delicacy when but a few 
weeks old. Then they sicken and die 
very rapidly, sometimes with no apparent 
reason. Butareason or cause of their 
death does exist. Young turkeys with 
their backs covered with down are ex- 
tremely sensitive to cold water, and if at 
the downy age they are permitted to 
wander through the dewy grass they will 


commence to die off. Then again they 
are gluttons and an excessive amount of 
iood will usually produce the same result. 
All this, however, can be overcome by 
careful and patient study of how best to 
deal with them, and once this is learned 
the profits are sure to follow. 

There seems to be rather a scarcity of 
breeding stock as several friends of mine 
have asked me to put them in correspon- 
dence with turkey raisers who have stock 
for sale, and I have been unable to do so 
as I did not know of any breeders. It 
would seem wise that those who have 
breeding turkeys for sale should adver- 
tise the fact through the columns of some 
good paper, like the EASTERN POULTRY- 
MAN, and let the world at large know 


what they have to sell.

Poultry Pointers. 


(Written for the Eastern Poultryman.) 

Keep your hens busy and make them 
scratch for their feed, they will lay better 
and be healthier. 

Keep your houses free from draughts 
and keep them dry; it prevents roup. 

Fix all broken window lights before it 
Ne too cold. Itisacold job ona cold 

ay. 

Corn stalks will break the wind if piled 
up around the hen house. 

Cull out your stock carefully now as it 
pays better to sell them thanto keep 
them over the winter. 

Dry oak leaves make good litter for 
hens to scratch on; throw in some grain 
and see them scratch. 

A sure cure for roup is to take the axe 
and use it freely on them. 

It is better to kill one sick hen than to 
have two die. 

Late hatched chickens are more liable 
to get sick than the early hatched ones. 

Give your fowls a warm mash three 
times a week at the least, they like a 
change and do better with it. 

Eggs are high now; if your pullets are 
not laying make your hens keep the bas- 
ket full. But your pullets should be 
doing the laying now. 

Late hatched birds do not make very 
good breeders, so get them hatched early 
next season. 

Do not try and raise a thousand com- 
mon chickens each year, five hundred 
thoroughbreds are worth more and take 
less feed and care. 

Sift your coal ashes and let your chick- 
ens wallow in them, it will help to free 
them of lice; road dust is also good. 

Warm your corn in the oven before 
you feed it these cold nights. The hens 
relish it and it helps to keep them warm, 

Boil your small potatoes and mix some 
in your mash, the fowls like them. 

Cabbage makes a good green food for 
the winter; hang up a head in their pen 
and let them pick it. : 

Don’t forget your hens need some grit 
this time of the year more than in the 
summer when the ground is soft and they 
find it. ; 

Poultry is quite high this winter; look 
out for the holiday prices. Hot weather 
puts the price down. 

Don’t think you will overdo the mar- 
ket if you start in the poultry business. 
There is lots of room for good poultry. 

It is never too late to start in the poul- 
try business.

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THE PEKIN DUCK INDUSTRY AND ITS 
PECULIAR REQUIREMENTS. 


A Special and Extensive Branch of Poul- 
try Culture with a Heavy Demand 
for Its Output—Economy 
In Care, Feed, and 
Handling. 


It is probable that one reason why in- 
struction in duck culture does not occu- 
Py more space in our poultry journals, is 
because there is so little competition be- 
tween the various breeds; it being very 
generally conceded that the Pekin is well 
in advance of the other varieties as a 
market and table bird. 

Again, in our country, the industry is 
quite generally confined to a few immense 
plants that furnish the market with suffi- 
cient numbers per season to supply the 
limited demand, for ducks are a luxury. 
They are not the poor man’s bird, and 
must always be viewed and figured on 
from this standpoint. 

The large and well-established plants 
have acquired by experience certain 
points in economy of the care, feed and 
handling of ducks, which enables them 
to place the birds on the market at whole- 
sale figures profitable to themselves, but 
which would be ruinous to the small pro- 
ducer and the amateur. é 

The economy in care, feed and handling 
of the Pekins are points of instruction 
difficult to transmit others; the heads of 
these plants are busy men and run their 
business not for charity, but for the dollar 
they see in it. Therefore the articles from 
their pens are quite generally written for 
the purpose of advertising their breeding 
stock, and, though helpful and interest- 
ing, do not contain in detail all the points 
which have won for themselves success, 
but simply those general instructions 
which will encourage and enable others 
to make a start. 


THE SMALL PRODUCER’S LOSSES. 


That there is money in ducks for the 


small producer is a well-demonstrated 
fact, but it is also a fact that the losses, 
when they do occur, are more serious and 
heavier than in any other branch of the 
poultry business. The causes which pro- 
duce loss are various, but the principal 
ones are the large percentage of dead 
birds in the shell; the heavy mortality in 
young ducklings and the failure in mar- 
keting the birds to advantage. 


APPLYING OTHERS’ EXPERIENCES. 


On these points the information we 
obtain from our journals and text books 
seems quite clear and satisfactory until 
we begin to put it to practical use, when 
we often find the results just the opposite 
of what our hopes led us to expect, that 
emergencies arise for which we are pro- 
vided with no precedent. d 

At first this seems the fault of our in- 
structors, but a little thought and study 
on our part leads to a better understand- 
ing, we soon realize that there are condi- 
tions peculiar to each individual plant, 
which must be met and conquered alone. 
A method which succeeds well in a New 
Jersey ranch may not prove equally ben- 
eficial in one on Lake Champlain and 
vice versa. Climate enters more as a 
factor for failure or success with the 
Pekin, in connection with housing and 
feed, than is generally considered. 

But when all is said that can be in de- 
fense of this branch of poultry literature 
the fact remains that our information con- 


cerning the Pekin is not as full and satis- 
factory as our needs demand. It certainly 
appears to the student, superficial. In 
very many cases the market is good and 
circumstances favorable for a fine busi- 
ness which is nipped in the bud to the 
great disappointment, mortification and 
loss of the amateur seemingly because the 
instruction has failed to make the most 
of that particular case. 

It is not so much that we want to know 
the cure for ills as the preventives for 
them, and these we can best learn from 
the experience of others added to our 
own. The spirit of mutual dependence 
and helpfulness and sympathy is a very 
uplifting element in our life work. 


HABITS REQUIRE SPECIAL TREATMENT. 


Ducks are, to borrow an old-time ex- 
pression —‘‘A peculiar breed of cats.”’ 
They differ very materially in their gen- 
eral make-up from all other fowls. Con- 
sequently their habits require a special 
study and the differences carefully noted 
and acted on. 

The fertility of our eggs and healthy 
hatching properties depend largely on 
the vigor and the care given our breeding 
stock. From their very nature they are 
more dependent on our judgment as to 
food than are either chickens or turkeys. 
These—given half a chance—will manage 
to exercise and to balance their rations 
in a manner satisfactory to all concerned. 
This is not so with ducks. They simply 
“Shovel down”’ what is given them and 
will take no exercise voluntarily (or quite 
insufficient) if the food is constantly kept 
before them. 


FOOD FOR SPECIAL SEASONS. 


There are six months of the year dur- 
ing which breeding ducks will live and 
thrive on an almost exclusively vegetable 
diet, if itis fed ina mash. Morning and 
night is sufficient. They eat all kinds it 
cut or chopped up fine and each bird 
takes at a meal between a half pint or a 
pint of it. 

The other six months they require one- 
third vegetable, one-third corn meal and 
one-third wheat bran and brown mid- 
dlings. To the grain is added one-tenth 
of beef scrap. This feed begins about a 
month before eggs are required and con- 
tinues till the laying season closes. The 
flock requires free range and when possi- 
ble free access to water, the year around, 
except when it freezes. 


SELECTING THE BREEDERS. 


In selecting breeding stock—supposing 
they have been reared for vigor and 
health—the birds should be penned ina 
corner, a few at a time, with a ‘‘catching 
board”’ (a light frame affair about two 
feet high and two yards long.) The birds 
are carefully lifted up by the neck and 
examined, for large, clean, well-shaped 
bill and feet and straight back. 

If these are correct, they are placed on 
the ground and their form and gait stud- 
ied. If they show a deep, broad breast, 
with legs set well apart, their body carried 
level and their movements are easy— 
they are set aside for breeders. It is 
more important to make a specialty of 
large females than of males for breeding 
purposes; as a medium male is better in 
the flock. 


AILMENTS OF FEET—THE CAUSES. 


As a rule, the feet of ducks are the first 
that give out. Even when the bird ap- 
pears to be in perfect health and vigor 
they are apt, in their second year, to go 
ame; and examination discovers the ball

of the foot very swollen and with a hard 
growth like a cancer. It would appear 
that the birds suffer from having their 
feet kept too dry, and that rough, stony, 
sandy soil produces the trouble. 

During Clovernook’s first years, the 
breeding flock almost uniformly gave out 
as described; but now there is practically 
no trouble of the kind even with birds 
three years old. With our river and the 
soft soil and clay, we have practically 
“bred out”’ the disease. 


SENSITIVE TO DAMPNESS AND FILTH. 


Ducks do not require very warm win- 
ter quarters; but plenty of air is impor- 
tant and at night the bedding should be 
dry and clean. Damp quarters quickly 
produce rheumatism and death. Also 
insufficient ventilation is very detrimental. 
Sand should be handy to them the year 
round, also fine oyster shells. They like 
coal ashes and mortar or old plaster. 
Their food does not require to be cooked. 
Steeped clover and its liquor is excellent 
in the winter to wet up the mash. 


GREEN FOOD FOR WINTER. 


We plant rye in August and cut when 
the ground freezes and it is about eight 
inches high. We pack and freeze, and 
feed out chopped food through the win- 
ter. For early spring green, the second 
growth is up. The two toois most needed 
on the duck ranch are—a good root cut- 
ter and a good grass and clover cutter. 
Too much stress can hardly be laid on 
the importance of generous vegetable 
diet for Pekin ducks, both when growing 
and mature.—Fvances E. Wheeler, Clov- 
ernook Ranch, Chazy, N. Y., x Poultry 
Keeper,

I 
won’t say that they will lay more as I 
don’t desire to run any breed down to 
praise the Reds, but must say that these 
eggs run larger than most of the Ameri- 
can breed that I have come in contact

with. Asa farmer’s fowl, they meet his 
demands as they have the utility points, 
being good layers and fine as market 
fowl. They mature quickly and are then 
kept on less feed than others of the same 
class. Weights, same as Wyandottes, as 
for mothers they are second to none and 
always protect their chicks in a business- 
like way. 

As a fancier’s fowl they have all of the 
above good points and then have this in 
their favor, a fine R. I. Red male or female 
is as pretty to look at as any breed and 
when you have this kind you will have no 
trouble to finda buyer at a good price. 
Another strong point that I have found in 
them that the fancier can cull them closer 
when young than most breeds, which 
gives him a chance to dispose of the culls 
when they bring best prices and then you 
save feeding a lot of birds that would not 
do for breeding birds and gives your 
good ones a better chance, as not many 
of us have any more room than our good 
birds need. Culls are bound to come in 
any breed, but if you can get rid of them 
early it is an advantage all around. 

When it comes to the show and you go 
to work to get your birds in shape, the 
Reds require but little attention and in 
fact about all you will have to do is to 
wash off the feet and comb, etc., although 
any bird should be cooped and given a 
little training previous to going toa 
show. Don’t be deceived and think that 
when you are shown a flock of birds 
which are froma chocolate to light yel- 
low incolor with possibly a black and 
white male or some other combination of 
colors as head of the flock that this is the 
true Reds. There are Reds and Reds 
but there are plenty of good ones to be 
had and like the Barred Rocks every 
flock of barred birds you see are not 
rightly called Rocks, same with any 
breed. Now in conclusion let me say if 
you have a breed that suits you in most 
respects, don’t be in a great hurry to get 
something that is claimed to have it all. 
But hold your own and try just a few and 
then when you do find the breed that 
seems to have all the requirements 
needed go ahead, and watch your breed- 
ing stock close and don’t breed from any 
but the best you have or can afford to: buy. 
Personally I believe in small matings and 
would rather have one or two good hens 
and male of quality than to start with a 
dozen not so good.—/eultry Standard. 


Getting Old Birds into Show Form. 


The first time of showing isa trying 
one for the inexperienced poultry fancier, 


and heis placed to some disadvantage 
from want of knowledge of how to get 
his bird or birds into condition, for an 
adult bird at this season of the year 
stands little chance of getting properly 
placed if notin tip top order, and it is 
better to keep at home a sunburned, 
ragged, feathered bird that has been 
used in the breeding pen till within the 
last few weeks, for it will stand no 
chance against that of the old exhibitor, 
which has been carefully shielded from 
atmospheric influences, and is conse- 
quently turned out as though it had been 
preserved in a band box. However, if 
he would be entered, the utmost advan- 
tage must be taken of the remaining time 
betore the show to get him in the best 
trim possible, so that he may look some- 
thing like the breed from which it origi- 
nated rather than a bedraggled, unkempt 
specimen almost defying identification, 
and which will consequently be passed 
over by the judge, and the same may be 
said of females. As stated above, every- 
thing must be done to get the bird for- 
ward. In the first place a roomy pen 
must be prepared. If such is not at hand, 
a large packing-box can be easily con- 
verted into a thoroughly efficient one, all 
all that is requisite being to nail laths on 
the front, leaving three unnailed, so as to 
form adoor. These three can then be 
nailed together on cross pieces, top and 
bottom, when they can be tied with 
string to the fixed laths, or slips can be 
nailed on the fixed laths at top and bot- 
tom of the case, which thus admit of the 
three laths being movable, and place the 
box where it will be cool and comforta- 
ble. When the pen is ready the bottom 
should be covered a few inches deep 
with fine straw, litter or chaff. A small 
movable perch should be made and 
placed in the pen each evening. Remove 
it in the morning. The vessel for the 
water should be fixed so that the bird 
cannot upset it. For a male bird it should 
be of good size or the comb may be in- 
jured by rubbing against the sides when 
he is drinking. 

When cocks are being prepared for 
show it is well to cover the front of the 
pen two-thirds of the way up with a sack 
or some other material. This will cause 
the bird to reach up so as to see over the 
top, and by so doing he acquires the 
habit of standing at ‘‘attention.’’ Special 
care should be paid to making the bird 
as docile as possible, and it should be 
petted and fussed with at every available 
opportunity, and when handled it should 
be with a firm but gentle grasp. Light- 
colored birds require washing two days 
prior to sending off, but with all dark 
breeds it is necessary to wash only the 
comb, wattles, legs and feet on the day 
they are dispatched. It may be well to 
mention that the course of preparation 
should be commenced three weeks or a 
fortnight at least before the show day.— 
Fanciers Gazette. 


A WONDERFUL MAINE HEN. 


Lays 251 Eggs in a Year and Yields a 
Profit Dividend of 176 Per Cent. 


After five years of careful breeding for 
egg production, regardless of all other 
accomplishments, Prot. Geo. M. Gowell, 
agricultural expert at the University of 
Maine, has succeeded in obtaining more 
than 4o hens that have yielded more than 
200 eggs apiece ina year and has pro- 
duced one hen which has laid 251 eggs 
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within twelve months, thus beating all 
previous reported records in egg yield. 

This hen, known to the records as No. 
617, is asmall Plymouth Rock of pure 
strain, though not shaped according to 
the standard type. She is not only under 
the size demanded for perfect specimens 
of the breed, but her wing barring is im- 
perfect and her neck is too slim for her 
body. 

In spite of her defects, as viewed from 
the standpoint of the fancier, she is in 
actual performance the most valuable 
hen in the world, being capable under 
average Maine conditions of returning to 
her owners a net profit of 176 per cent a 
year. 

The figures, which have been passed 
upon and approved by expert book-keep- 
ers, are deduced from counting the aver- 
age cost of food and subtracting the total 
expense of subsistence from the income 
derived from eggs at the average price 
paid in Maine, which is eighteen cents a 
dozen. 

Prof. Gowell has devoted himself 
almost exclusively to breeding hens for a 
specific purpose for the last five years. 
Beginning with 1,000 hens divided into 
flocks of about twenty hens and two 
cockerels to a pen, he has employed trap 
nests and been ableto get at the exact 
performance of every bird. 

The first year the best record was 220 
eggs, laid by a Plymouth Rock pullet. 
There were eleven other Plymouth Rock 
hens that exceeded 200 eggs each the 
first year, though of the 500 White Wyan- 
dottes only three reached the 200 egg 
class. 

The next season the most prolific hens 
in their respective classes were put in 
pens together, and eggs saved from these 
were kept for hatching. Again the Ply- 
mouth Rocks outstripped the Wyandottes 
in egg yield by great majorities, so from 
that time on until the end no further at- 
tention was paid to the Wyandottes. 

Having hatched male and female chick- 
ens from the eggs of his hens of greatest 
ability to lay eggs, Prof. Gowell mated 
the selected stock and waited for results. 
At the end of the fourth year he had pro- 
duced twenty-six hens that had laid more 
than 200 eggs each in a year, and one 
hen that beat all previous hen records by 
laying 238 eggs. Again making his 
selection of breeding stock from the most 
prolific in his pens and mating the hens 
to cockerels from the same strain, he at 
last secured the most prolific hen in the 
world, No. 617. 

In speaking of his labors, Prof. Gowell 
says that the problem of developing a 
flock of hens that will beget chicks to 
maintain or outstrip the ancestral records 
is beset with many difficulties. After 
reaching a certain point in inbreeding, 
the physical stamina of the fowls degen- 
erates, and the birds die from a too inti- 
mate mixture of allied bloods. 

The hen known as No. 617 is vigorous 
and apparently healthy. She is active 
beyond the usual conduct of hens and 
bids fair to live for years. 

From her and two other hens, each of 
which has laid 246 eggs ina year, Prof. 
Gowell is saving eggs for the hatching of 
still more prolific fowls. What the limit 
is going to be he cannot tell. He hopes 
to arrive at the hen which will lay 300 
eggs ina year and yield a net profit of 
200 per cent. though he is not at all cer- 
tain that the fowls are capable of doing 
so much without physical collapse. 

It will take four or five years longer to 
decide the question either way. Mean- 
while, he thinks he has originated a 
breed of fowls that Maine farmers and 
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poultrymen can keep with an assurance 
of profit— Portland Argus. 


The writer of the above evidently never 
heard of ‘‘Rebecca, No. 3,935,’ the 
Brahma that laid 313 eggs in 318 days, or 
the flock of 135 Plymouth Rocks in Penn- 
sylvania that averaged 198 eggs each in 
one year. W. 


Eggs in Winter. 


The grain ration should consist largely 
of whole wheat, some oats, and perhaps 
a little cracked corn. This should be 
scattered in the litter which should always 
cover the floor of the poultry house. It 
is necessary to have the floor of the poul- 
try house covered with a litter of some 
kind to insure cleanliness. Straw, chaff, 
buckwheat hulls, cut cornstalks, all make 
excellent litters. The object of scatter- 
ing the grain in this litter is to give the 
fowls exercise. All breeds of fowls that 
are noted for egg production are active, 
nervous, and like to be continually at 
work. How to keep them busy is a 
problem not easily solved. Feeding the 
grain as described will go a long way 
toward providing exercise. If the fowls 
are fed three times a day they should not 
be fed all they will eat at noon. Make 
them find every kernel. At night, just 
before going on the perches, they should 
have all they will eat up clean, At no 
time should mature fowls be fed more 
than they can eat.—/Voman’s Farm Jour,
